Experiments of Kapp and Owen in
Changing Social Conditions Recalled.

A Wealthy Scotchman Trith a Theory That
Failed When Tut to the Test Diverse Ele-

ments That Wrecked a Community.

Cap t. William Nelson, who fills the re--
epoDsihlo position of executive clerk un-

der Governor llovey's administration, re-
cently visited Xew Harmony, in Posey
county, made famous by the early Chris-
tian community headed by Georgo Rapp,
and the later socialistic organisation
founded by Robert Owen. He Bays the only
evidence remaining of its former occupancy
by these celebrated associations is the pub-
lic hall bnilt by Rapp, and used by his fol-

lowers as a church, and subsequently as an
assembly hall by the less religiously-incline- d

followers of Owen. This building
was . comparatively recently repaired by
the Happite colony at Economy, Pa., and is
now used as a public school. Other than
this, and the old cemeteries in which a good
many of the early enthusiasts and
reformers are buried, thero aro no
testimonials to be found in that
neighborhood of the two social and re-
ligious movement, which at one time
promised to revolutionize the existing or-
der of things, and held the attention of in-
telligent observers on both continents.

Rapp went there i n 113 at the head of a
colony of emigrants from the kingdom of
Wartfcmburp. who had come to this coun-
try in 180i. They were schismatics from
the Lutheran Church who had settled iirst
at Connoquenessing, Pa., but desiring a
warmer soil and larger territory, purchased
50,000 acres and built the original village of
Harmony, where the present town of New
Harmony now stands. The lirst village in-
cluded about 150 houses, about half of
which number were frame or brick, and
the other half of logs. Hero the little
colony began its work in imitation of the
primitive Christians who had all things in
common. They held with St. Paul that celi-
bacy is better than marriage.and with this
idea dominating their plan of life, and a
fixed system under which all labor was di-

vided and allotted, and the proceeds kept
for common use, they made a pecuniary, if
not a social and intellectual success. Rapp
was a business man of marked ability as
well as a religious enthusiast, and as his
word was law among his followers, he had
no trouble inducing them to follow his
plans as marked out for them. The wealth
of the commnnity increased in twenty
years from $2."to $2,000 per capita, more
than ten times the average wealth of the
country at that time, and in 1623 it num-
bered more than 1.000 members. About
that time Rapp either got tired of the
venture or thought he could do .better near
his original settlement, for ho sold out the
entire holding to Robert Owen for $150,000
and moved his people, root and branch, to
Economy, Pa., where they and their de-
scendants still flourish.

The sale of the property was effected by
Richard Flower, an Englishman sent abroad
for that purpose. Robert Owen was a
Scotchman who began life as a shop-bo-y in
London, subsequently became interested in
Scotch woolen mills.and associating him-
self with Richard Arkwright. the inventor
of the spinning ienny, became one of the
largest and wealthiest manufacturers of
woolens in the United Kingdom. In later
life he set out as a social reformer, holding
that the vices of men were the results of
their unfavorable environment, and that,
with proper surroundings, virtu?, temper-
ance, kindness and integrity would become
universal. His writings attracted tho at-
tention of philosophers of his time, but he
was cramped for room to give his theories a
practical exposition at .New Lanark, in
Scotland, where his manufactories were
located, and when Flower appeared with
his proposition of a settlement already pre-
pared, with every opportunity for the sur-
roundings of the ideal community con-
templated, Owen closed a bargain
promptly and sot out to realize his dream
of a perfect civilization. He came to this

and invited the industrious and well-dispos- ed

of all nations and creedsj to occupy
the territory, rechristening it by its pres-
ent name of rsew Harmony. The invitation
was promptly accepted and about 800 peo-
ple nocked in to take the place of tho Rapp-lte- s,

who had been conveyed by steam-
boats to their Pennsylvania settlement.
The property was not turned over outright
to the newcomers, and it was as well that
it was not, for a good many waifs andstray were included in the list and some
of them turned out as arrant blacksheep as
ever lent variety to a Hock. Nevertheless
each inhabitant was given credit at a pub-
lic store for an amount which a committee

. adjudged hio or her labor to be worth.
There was-- a school at which ISO children
were maintained at public : expense,
a good band of music was em-
ployed, and three meetings were held a
week, one to discuss the government of the
society, one for vocal and instrumental
music, and one for the purpose of having a
dance. All these arrangements wero cal-
culated to lead up to a perfected state in
which a majority of things should be held
in common, labor limited to the amount
necessary to provide proper sustenance,
and the balance of life devoted to intel-
lectual and moral investigations.

Naturally a large majority of the cranks
and irrational geniuses of the country
swarmed in on the new community. Robert
Dale Owen, the son of the founder, in his
whom he met when he lirst carne oot from
England to visit tho settlement, who said
he was "the Pago of nature," and wore a
suit of green as a proper livery for an indi-
vidual occupying his position. His hat aad
shoes were also green, and when he pulled
out his credentials they were found to be
written on green paper. He apologized for
using black ink, but said that green ink on
green paper would be undistinguishable,
and that black would serve to suggest the
iiiuujuiui minus wiui wnicn nature was
encumbered. There were others, however,
among the people of tho new community
whose names were associated with activeana useful efforts in literature and science.
Thomas Say, of tho Academy of Natural
Science of Philadelphia, joined tho societv.
Charles Lescnr. a distinguished French
naturalist, and Gerard Troost, a Gorman
geologist, were connected with it, and other
earnest men and women, inspired by Owen's
enthusiasm, joined their fortunes with it.
These members probably felt little at home
with some of the colonists, who turned out
in storms, carrying lightning rods "to give
the Almighty a chauce to hit them,"
but for the first year there was no
open defection. Then tho trouble began.
Some of the members wanted to forma
new community, and started an opposition
town two miles from the first one, Later,
applicants for places grew to bo so unsatis-
factory that a committee of twenty-liv-e

was appointed to consider applications,
Mr. Owen retaining a veto on admissions
whenever disposed to use it. The members
were divided into conditional, probation-
ary and on trial members until it could be
demonstrated that two-thir- ds wero ablo to
govern themselves. Separate communities
increased until there were three, known as
New Harmony, Macluria and Feiba Peven,
the latter having some mysterious reference
to the latitude and longitude of the point
where it was located. By this
time Owen's funds were running short,
and there was an era of retrenchment ami
reform. May 27, 1XA5, notico was Issued to
outsiders that everything was full, andthat no more impecuuious would-be-joine- rs

need apply. On the 25th of August, of thatyear, the committee of twenty-liv-e was
abolished, threo doctors were appointed,
the sale of ardent spirits was prohibited,
and a good many persons left tho Com-
munity during that fall. Atthe opening of
the next year Owen began selling lots to
individuals, and shortly afterward returnedto Scotland. There was a short-live- d boom
in corner property, and tho Community
idea faded out of the town as completely as
if it had never existed. Fifteen yearsnlter-war- d.

An hour spent among retail niei "chants
and dealers of all kinds in tho city is' effi-

cient to convince one tnat they have no set-

ter or more sensible customer than the la b or-ingm- an.

Better because, according to xio
merchant's own statements, his pay Ts a
ways sure, and more sensible because hv
displays, as a general rule, excellent judg-

ment in the selection of what he buys.
Thi3, of course, is especially noticeable in
houses which hatidlo the necessities of
life. T have an excellent op-

portunity," 6aid a grocer to the re-

porter, "to study human nature here in my
store, and I am about convinced that I am
an artist in that line. You asked me. I be-
lieve, what kind of a customer the labor-
ing man makes. Well, I can r.nswer that
very much to his credit. For a man who
shows that ho knows what he is buying,
and who, at the time, betrays no ignorance
of the quality of his purchase, you may
give me tho man who gets his $1.30 a day
rather than the banker or professional
man."

"What is the reason for this?"
"It is. to my mind, simple chough,

for it all hinges upon higher appre-
ciation of the value of r-- dollar.
Let me give you an instance that happened
right here in my store the other day. Over
there j'ou see 1 have a counter where 1 sell
meat. Two men came in shortly after 6
o'clock with their dinner pails in their
hands and went up to the counter. You
could see they were day-labore- rs from their
clothing and appearance. One said ho
wanted a good round steixk, but the other
called for a cheaper grade. I can't afford
to buy the kind you are gcttinjr, remarked
the latter, 'for it comes no much higher.'

. V 'Can't afford it!' replied the other. 'Why,
I find it is chcaror in the end to buy the
best, even if you have to buy less of it. I
used to think about as you do, but
I have changed my nflnd. My fam-
ily could eat cheaper food, I sup-
pose, but I wouldn't feel right inbuying it for them. Good healthy food at
a fair market price is tho motto I go by.'

"I have often noticed that the majority of
such men bolieve tho same thing;' I havo
customers to-da- y v. ho buy better food and
pay more for it than others who make five
times tho wages of the men to whom I re-
ferred."

Another dealer questioned on the sub-
ject was a well-know- n clothier. "The
greater number of laboring men," he said,
"buy ready mrulo clothing because it is
easily and quickly obtained. And then a
tailor-mad- e suit vould hardly be the thing
for a workingman to wear every day. Ihave
a great many regular customers who buy
their workinir clotiios of me, but who have
a good tailor-mad- o suit for special woar."

"Do such men generally buy the best
quality of goodsf' tho reporter asked.

"Vea, they do. As a rule. I sell better
clothes, taking everything into considera-
tion, to the laboring Glauses than I do to the
balance of my trade. And another thing
which can be said to their credit, is that
they seld6m ask ns to lower our prices.
While a great many ask us for a little time,
for payment, it is rarely ,tho case that one'
complains of a price bein g too high." .

ance for the comfort of pedestrians. From
the first 'these inclosures differed in con-

struction, from the very cheap and nn-artist- io

to the more elaborate and orna-
mental, but at first always with such proper
regard to public rights and convenience
that though they were in violation of law
and more or less at someboy's expense as
to the lawful use of the streets, no serious
complaint was ever made against them.
lint not only has tho most common apology
for them disappeared, but the frequency
no less than the styles of them have be-
come such 'a trespass upon the rights of
others that the polico authorities of the
city should at once take notico of them.
From tho 'heavy four by four rail,, used
twenty to thirty years ago, neatly painted,
and so constructed as to be easily seen,
inclosures of barbed wire, plain wire, iron
railing and wooden structures, artistic and
unartistic, have come in use; some 60
planted as to allow but little room for the
legitimate use of the sidewalk, or even an
approach to it, except through some narrow
passage. Many of these are so constructed
as to be a perpetual menace to pedestrians,
and often resulting in serious accident.

"A few nights ago an elderly 'man having
occasion to cross ermont street west of
Alabama, was seriously hurt by falling
over a string of barbed-wir- e, which is
stretched for a hundred and fifty feet or
more on the north side, at a hcighth just
suited to trap a pedestrian. Hehad a right
to enter the sidewalk at any point from the
roadway, and no man has any right to pre-
vent him, or to make his way a dangerous
one. If it shall be decreed byordinance, as
probably it ought to be, that the lawns may
be inclosed, let them be so inclosed as not
to endanger life or limb. One evening last
week a lot of merry boys were chasing each
other on College avenue, between dark and
gas lighting, when one of them ran into or
upon some substantial iron railing, hurting
him seriously. 1 1 may be pleaded that boys
should walk in a dignified style along. our
streets, but that breed of boys has not yet
been introduced into our city. It would be
well to render reasonable protection to the
boys we have until the better kind grow up
big enough to run in the streets."

THE FIRST PRESIDENT HARRISON.

A Ten-Pictu- re of the Hero of Tippecanoe, as
He Appeared Four Years After the Battle.

To the Editor of the Indianapolis Journal:
From Timothy Flint's Recollections of the

Mississippi Valley, now a very rare and
raluablo volume, I copy his pen-pictu- re of
the first President Harrison, as be appeared
only four years after the battle of Tippe-
canoe. It &eems important to note that
the author finds the hero of this famous
and important victory the subject of favor-
able and unfavorable criticism, and that,
with a modest disclaimer of knowledge on
military subjects Mr. FHnt was a clergy-
man he espouses, from personal considera-
tions, the cause of the General. In append-
ing my name to this communication, 1 may
add that Mr. Flint, in tho years succeed-
ing the date at which he writes, was my
tutor.

My duties and my travels occupied me in
such a manner as to allow me few oppor-
tunities for taking individual estimates
of character. Chance brought me in con-
tact, however, and afterward into consider-
able intimacy, with a gentleman, of
Whom very difiercnt portraits have been
drawn. General Harrison. Of his urbanity,
and general hospitality and kindness, 1 en-
tertain the most grateful recollections. I
could desire no attentions, no facilities for
discharging my duty which ho did not
constantly proffer me. His house was
opened for publio worship. He kept an
open table, to which every visitor was
welcomed. The tablo was loaded with
abundance, and with substantial good
cheer, especially with the various kinds of
game. In these respects his house strongly
reminded me of the picture?, which ray
reading had presented me, of old English
hospitality. He is a small, and rather sallow-

-looking man, who does not exactly
meet the associations that connect them-
selves with the name of general. Hut he
gTows upon the eye, and upon more inti-
mate acquaintance. There is something
imposing in the dignified simplicity of his
manners. In the utter want of all show,
and insignia, and trappings, there
is something which finely comports
with the severe plainess of republicanism.
On a fine farm in the midst of tho woods,
his house was open to all the neighbors,
who entered without ceremony and were
admitted to assume a footing of entire
equality. His eyo is brilliant. Thero is a
great deal of ardor and vivacity in his
manner. He has a copious fund of that
eloquence which is fitted for the camp and
for gaining partisans. As a commander,
you Know in what different lights he has
been viewed. Having no capacity to form
an adequate judgment upon this point, I
can only say that my impression was that
his merits in this respect had not been suf-
ficiently appreciated.

the square where he lived, within the last
thirty days five houses had been completed
and occupied, the lowest rent being $C0 per
mouth. The houses were take by families
that recently came to the city.

The
second came from Iowa, where its members
had resided for several 3'ears. The third
had just left Illinois, where farming had
been tried. The fourth was from Florida,
and the fifth from Ohio. The gentlemen of
each family came her3 to go into business.

Mr. Hayes withdrew the troops from Sonth
Carolina in 1STG, has found a way to assert
federal authority over local governments,
however desirable such a thing may havo
seemed. Such interference is regarded as
unconstitutional, and this must ue recog-
nized a3 a point of failure in the Constitu-
tion: that it has left no way in which the
federal government can protect its own
citizens against local injusticeand outrage.
Not ouly tho oppression of the negroes
draws attention to this lack, but also tho
threatened dancers to tho red men when
the reservation system shall bo ended and
they shall have become citizens, and passed
under the power of State governments from
whom friendly legislation cannot be count-
ed on.
